EDpccially, — V i ^hcn Especially when a metal is insert molded 
with a resin, curing shrinkage of the resin generates a gap 
at the interface between the resin and the metal. By 
filling an anaerobic, high-permeability adhesive in the gap, 
hermetic sealing can be ensured and reliability can be 
enhanced.

reliability are realized. 
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
